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COFFEE. 

Althongh it is many years since we used any 
coffse—the ¢ fects being injurious to our consti- 
tution, yet ‘tall the world and the rest of man- 
kind** tuo, still continue in the habit of drinking 
it, and as it proves beneficial to some, a few 
hints in regard to the preparation may not be 
unaceeptable to some of our readers, In the 
first place we will ohserve that about half who 
drink coffee don't drink what they suppose they 
do They drink nothing but water rendered 
mudily with the ground particles of over-burnt 
inert of the coffe berry. All the true princi- 
ples and peculiar chemical ingredients of the 
berry, have been driven off in the burning and 
the bui’ing. 

Coffee contains a peculiar principle which is 
also combined with a species of aromatic vola- 
tile oil. If thése are retained in the solution 
when coffee is prepared fur the table, you have 
the refreshing, pleasant, gently stimulating 
beverage desired. If this be driven off hy the 
process of preparing, you have nothing but the 
muddy liquid above named, or if not muddy it 
is merely colored, containing a little of the 
bitter principles contained in the berry. 

The object of burning or roasting the berry is 
to drive off the water which it cuntnins, ano 
which renders it tough. More than this starts 
the volatile arumatic matter and injures the 
flavor. 

Donavan, a chemist, who has examined into 
the principles of coffee and its preparation, says, 
by infusion in beiling water, the uroma is ex- 
tracted anda portion of the bitter; by long 
boiling the whole of the bitter is extracted, and 
all the aroma dissipated. Now an excellent 
method of making good coffee, is to put a liberal 
supply. (such us 2) ounces to a quart measure 
of water.) of fréshly roasted and finely ground 
coffee into the coffee pot, pour over it co/d water. 
in quantity rather more than half the required 
quantity of liquid coff-e, place this on the firey 
and the moment it buils remove it. [t should 
be allowed to subside a few moments, and then 
be poured off as clear as it wiil run. 

The remaining half of the water at a boiling 
heat is to be poured upon the grounds; the 
vessel is to be put upon the fire, and to be kept 





boiling for three minutes, this will extract the 
bitterness.

with the former liquor. The wixed liquor will 
he quite hot enough, and will contain all the 
desirshls qualities of coffe in perfection. 

Profesor Pleisclil;: a chemist of Prague, 
says that a small quantity of carbonate of soda 
has heen found to improve coffee. Le reeom- 
mends 43 grains of pure carbonate of soda, to 
every pound of rousted coffee. This, he says. 
will improve the flavor and increase the healthy 
eff-cts hy neutralizing the acid cuntained in the 
iufusion. 

Another chemist recommends the fullowing 
process of preparing whites of eggs for the pur- 
pose of fining or sett/ing coffee as it is called. 
Pour the whites of several eggs into a flat dist 
and put it in a warm place—as the water of the 
whites evaporates, the albuthen will form into a 
yellow, transparent, hard, shining, brittle mass, 
whichyscales off at the least touch, 

This may be kept in a bottle for a great 


length of time, and when wanted, a small piece

3 ounces of coffee. It must be thrown into that 
half the water which is to be bviled, and when 
the two portions are afterwards mixed, the co’ 
fee will become quite transparent in a minute or 
two. 

Although as we said in the beginning of this 
article, we du not indu/ge in sippings of the 
fragrant berry, we hope that our friends who 
do will find the above ideas useful to them, 
and the means of more often obtaining a better 
cup of their favorite beverage, tham many have 
heretofore.

The prices of these articles keeping up, keep 
up the prices of almost every thing else corres- 
pondingly. Prices are now evidently beyond »' 
proper natural balance of things. This great 
price of flour and grain, must evidently be the 
effect of a monopoly by speculators, and not of 
any natural causes. Let us look at it. Flour 
and corn by the last price current from Europe, 
brings no more there thun it dues here. Lence 
there is no demand for shipping to Europe. 
Flour in California is cheaper than it is with us, 
hence there is no demand for shipping tu Cali- 
furnia. 

There is no scarcity of the article, for there ir 
a full supply of flour of last year's produce, and 
a new crop coming off. and there are immense 
stores of corn on hand. Why then should the 
price keep up so out of reason? Because o' 
the monopoly on an extensive scale.

toms indicate that disease, its origin can be well 
accounted for.”’ 

Dr. Chamberlain, of Richmond, writing to 
the Boston Journal, corroborates the ahove, and 
states that from June 26th to July 12th, but 
eighteen deaths occurred. These included six 
of ship fever—all occurring in one Trish family 
—eleven of cholera, and one of croup. Since 
July 11th no new cases had appeared, and pro- 
bubly in a few days the public confidence would 
be again restured, and business in the ship yards 
and elsewhere, resumed. 

Should the chulera be likely to become pre- 
valent this season, the fullowing preventive and 
remedy may prove of benefit to some of our 
readers. It is an extract of a letter froma 
clergyman to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
and will bear republishing, if it has appeared 
before. The writer says :— 

“The preventive is simple,—a teaspoonful of 
powdered Sharcoal taken three or four times a 
week, in a cup of coffee, or other liquid, in the 
morning. When attacked with cholera, a mix- 
ture of an ounce of chareval, an ounce of laud- 
anum, an ounce of brandy or other spirits, may 
he given as fullows—uafter being well shaken : x 
teaspoonful every five minutes. In half an hour 
L have known this effectually to relieve and stay 
the disease. As the patient becomes hetter, the 
mixture may be given at longerintervals. 1 have 
known a patient in the blue stage, and collapsed. 
perfeetly recover in a few houra, The charcoal 
was tried as a preventive on a large plantation 
in the Mauritius. and not a single individual out 
of eight hundred was attacked with cholera.”’
